SAVE OUR SAM’S 


Parents outraged by plans 
to cut services at centre for 
children with special needs 


FURIOUS families have hit out 
at plans to cut the services of a 
local youth centre supporting 
young people with disabilities. 

Parents of children who attend 
Sam’s Place at the Fold Croft Centre 
were shocked to be told this week that 
the popular Thursday night youth club 
would be scrapped from the begin¬ 
ning of April due to low attendance. 

Saturday afternoon sessions during 
school holidays will also be axed as 
part of the plans, which will save 
Harlow Council in the region of 
£15,000 a year. 

But Susan Evans, whose nine-year 
old son suffers with severe attention 
deficit hyperactivity disorder and has 
been attending Sam’s Place for over 
two years, rubbished claims the centre 
was underused. 

“I believe the council has purpose¬ 
ly not been advertising the club so 
they could claim low attendance and 
eventually cut it,” she said.

“The problem is that some of the 
children with very special needs 
require two carers each and the coun¬ 
cil just doesn’t want to foot the bill 
anymore. 

“These kids couldn’t cope with a 
normal youth club. They will all real¬ 
ly miss out on this vitally important 
social and learning time each week.” 

Donna Anker, whose 12-year-old 
son Max suffers with autism and ver¬ 
bal and motor dyspraxia, added: “I 
haven’t been able to bring myself to 
tell Max yet. He absolutely loves it, 
all the children do. He will be so 
upset. 

“The group has given him inde¬ 
pendence and has really improved his 
social skills. 

“At the end of the day there isn’t

A HARLOW firefighter has spoken of his experiences 
after returning from a search-and-rescue mission to the 
earthquake-hit city of Christchurch. 

Gary Wootton (51), of Spring Hills, was one of six Essex fire¬ 
fighters who were flown to the disaster zone on New Zealand’s South 
Island as members of the UK’s International Search & Rescue team. 

Flying out less than 48 hours after the quake hit on February 21, 
the team set up camp in parkland in the heart of Christchurch’s dev¬ 
astated city centre. 

“Things didn’t look too bad on the out¬ 
skirts of the city but as soon as we reached 
the centre it became clear just how devastat¬ 
ing the earthquake had been,” Mr Wootton 
told the Star. 

“Large buildings and office blocks had 
been reduced to rubble and what 
had once been a bustling city cen¬ 
tre was eerily quiet and complete¬ 
ly empty.” 

The team initially surveyed 
sites throughout the city before 
being assigned to search the col¬ 
lapsed four-storey Pyne Gould 
Corporation building in the heart 
of the city’s once-thriving busi¬ 
ness district. 

“We had been told there were 
live casualties that needed to be 
found so we set to work immedi¬ 
ately, systematically searching 
through the rubble in shifts so we 
could work round-the-clock. 

“Because we were there so 
soon after the original earthquake 
we also had to contend with the 
aftershocks. The building had 
moved about a foot-and-a-half by 


the time we left.’ 

As days passed with no sign of survivors, 
the team’s focus shifted to finding the bod¬ 
ies of people known to have been inside the 
building when the earthquake struck. By 
the time the search was called off, 13 
corpses had been recovered from the rub¬ 
ble. 

“We used heavy plant machinery to com¬ 
pletely dismantle the building in our search. 
It was physically and emotionally demand¬ 
ing work, but we knew that finding the bod¬ 
ies of the missing would bring some closure 
to their grieving families,” he said. 

Mr Wootton, who also joined interna¬ 
tional rescue efforts in the aftermath of the 
Sumatran earthquake in 2009, added: “It’s 
an incredibly sobering, humbling experi¬ 
ence and I was amazed at the way the 
Christchurch community pulled together to 
help with the search and rescue efforts. 

“It really makes you realise just how for¬ 
tunate we are in the UK to remain unaffect¬ 
ed by natural disasters of such magnitude.”

Car park restrictions will prevent 
our enjoyment of nature's beauty

council is proposing to deny many of us 
free access to one of our most beautiful 
and well-used amenities (“Private 
parking protest”, February 24). 

Yes, I am saying denying access as some 
of us elderly people will be denied a 
much-loved area for level walking. It is 
the only place left to us for exercising our 
dogs where they have no escape route 
onto busy roads and are free to run as 
dogs need to do. It is also a place where 
we are able to meet up with like-minded 
people. 

Many of us have arthritis and other 
disabilities and this area of parkland 
gives us the opportunity to walk at our 
own pace, enjoy nature and keep out of 
our GPs’ surgeries by maintaining our 
limited fitness. 

I need to use my car nowadays as I no 
longer have the stamina or ability for 
uphill or lengthy walking. I take my 
boisterous young dog, in my car, to the 
River Stort several times a week for a 
run to keep him fit - as well as myself. 
The bus service does not serve this 
parking place and I doubt that wet, 
muddy dogs would be welcomed on 
board! 

The car park at The Moorhen will be 
busy in the coming months and I wonder 
if the owner/tenants there will be pleased 
to have their customers’ parking places 
taken up with dog owners and walkers 
who will not be using their facilities. 
Younger people and those wanting to use 
the pub will be fit enough to stroll down 
the hill and back up the hill but probably 
will wish to use their cars anyway! 

I have lived in Harlow since 1962 and 
have watched as new buildings and other 
facilities have encroached on the open 
land planned by Sir Frederick Gibberd. 
Understandably much of this was a 
necessary evil but I do not see this new 
plan to hijack the small parking area left 
to persons like myself as a necessary act. 
When my children and their friends were

SIR, I was very surprised to read in Star that the area 
currently used by the public next to the River Stort is to be 
given over to county council staff. This would appear to be 
a totally selfish and shortsighted move by the council 
which will spoil the lives of many local residents. 

I expected some sort of charge to be introduced for 
parking at this location because it is one of the few places 
left in Harlow where you can park for free. I have always 
thought this is something the council should have been 
proud of. 

Keeping this area free of charges for so long has 
encouraged people to use the area and the river, which is 
one of Harlow’s best kept secrets. Dog walkers, walkers, 
fishermen, joggers, cyclists and boat users are all attracted 
to the area as there are very few places like this allowing 
access to the general public. 

I am a canoeist and have used the area for years to launch 
from, taking friends and fellow paddlers on to the river 
and paddling between Harlow and Sawbridgeworth. I used 
to be part of a group of paddlers that had access to 
facilities at the nearby outdoor pursuit centre where boats 
were stored. Having been thrown out of there, I and other 
paddlers have been left with no other option than to ferry 
our boats to the river and fend for ourselves. 

Instead of encouraging the use of the river, Harlow 
Council seems to care only about the needs of Essex 
County Council and its staff. I cannot believe that, given 
the relatively small size of the land we are talking about, 
the council cannot come up with some sort of park-and- 
ride scheme to a piece of land further out of the town. 

This would be more suitable, leaving the general public to 
enjoy the access to the river which they currently enjoy. 
Park-and-ride schemes seem to be increasingly popular 
everywhere else other than Harlow. 

If the council has to make this area into an official car 
park, then please do not prevent public access to it. This 
would be yet another snub to the people of Harlow by the 
very authority that is responsible for providing facilities, 
not taking them away.

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Thug set his docjs 
on robbery victim 


Charity boxing night is a big hit

TWO thugs were this week starting 
prison sentences for an unprovoked 
attack on a young man as he walked 
along a Harlow cycle track. 

Mario George (19), of Pear Tree Mead, 
Harlow, and Patrick Bryant (20), of Linford 
End, Harlow, punched the 20-year-old victim 
in the face before setting two dogs on him 
and stealing his mobile phone and a pair of 
trainers. 

A jury at Chelmsford Crown Court was told 
Luke Burd was on his way to meet a friend on 
August 19 last year when the pair attacked him 
in Third Avenue, knocking him to the ground. 

Prosecutor John Livingstone told the court 
the defendants had seen Mr Burd talking on 
his phone while walking towards an underpass 
near the Passmores School playing fields. 

“George had three dogs with him - none 
were on a lead - and the victim was confront¬ 
ed by Bryant who searched him. He then 
punched Mr Burd and grabbed hold of his 
phone, which was worth £135, telling him 
‘You’re being robbed’. 

Bryant then aimed a punch at Mr Burd 
which connected with his jaw, knocking him 
sideways into a bushy area. 

“The dogs went over to him, grabbing his 
legs and arms until George tried to call them 
off,” said Mr Livingstone. 

George claimed the victim had “swung a 
punch” at Bryant before a scuffle broke out, 
while Bryant said the dogs “thought it was a 
game”. 

George and Bryant were both found guilty 
of robbery, while George was also convicted 
on two counts of having dogs dangerously out 
of control in a public place. He was sentenced 
to two years imprisonment and banned from 
owning a dog for 10 years. 

Bryant was jailed for two-and-a-half years.

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Census vital to future funding of services 


COUNCIL chiefs are urging residents to complete their 
national census forms or risk the town losing millions of 
pounds of funding for their public services over the next 
decade. 

With Harlow Council already reeling from swingeing 
Government grant cuts, the authority has warned that a 
poor response rate to the nationwide survey could result 
in further funding reductions. 

Information gained from the census is used to deter¬ 
mine the amount of money allocated to the council, the 


police, the fire service and the NHS. 

Harlow Council leader Andrew Johnson said: “In 2001 
95 per cent of households in Harlow returned their cen¬ 
sus form and this helped to protect the money we get 
from central government for local service. 

“We need to beat this number this year, with ideally 
every household completing their form.” 

Households failing to fill out the form can face fines 
of up to £1,000. Forms were sent out at the beginning of 
this week but the census can also be completed online. 


Court agrees 
to closure of 
'sex den' flat

A FLAT in Harlow being used 
as a brothel has been boarded 
up after magistrates issued a 
closure order. 

As reported exclusively in last 
week’s Star, a team of UK Border 
Agency officers and police raided 
the property in The Hoo last Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon. 

Evidence gathered at the scene 
was used to apply for a brothel 
closure order at Witham Magi¬ 
strates Court the following day. 

The legislation, which only 
came into effect last April, denies 
entry to properties suspected to be 
brothels to anyone other than the 
leaseholder for three months, with 
the power to extend the order for a 
total of six months if necessary. 

Leaseholder access is only 
granted by prior arrangement with 
the UK Border Agency or the 
police. 

Adam Rogers, from the UK 
Border Agency’s immigration 
crime team, said: “We know the 
negative impact establishments 
like this have on the communities 
around them and are committed to 
shutting them down. 

“These new closure order pow¬ 
ers allow us to close brothels and 
to keep them closed, providing 
local people with a lasting solu¬ 
tion to the problem.” 

During last week’s raid a 
German woman was arrested on 
suspicion of managing a brothel. 
She has since been released on 
bail pending further enquiries. 

A second woman was also 


found at the premises. Immigra¬ 
tion checks revealed her to be a 
54-year-old from China who had 
overstayed her visa. 

She has been released on immi¬ 
gration bail while arrangements 


are made for her removal from the 
country. 

The brothel had been advertised 
in a local newspaper and on the 
internet under the name Sweet 
Lady Massage.

much that these kids can participate 
in so why take that away from 
them?” 

Harlow Council’s own website 
describes the service - which has 
been running for over 20 years - as 
“very popular” and warns that places 
in some of the clubs on offer are lim¬ 
ited due to the high demand. 

But this week council leader 


Andrew Johnson told the Star that a 
“tough” budget meant services 
offered at the centre had to be cut 
back. 

“Residents will be aware that we 
had to make some very tough budg¬ 
et choices due to the Government’s 
spending reductions,” he said. 

“Although Sam’s Place is a discre¬ 
tionary service, the council recog¬ 
nises that families value it and for 
that reason we are keeping a number 


of activities going at the centre. 

“I sympathise that families will be 
concerned by the loss of the youth 
club but we have got to spend our 
money where it is most needed. 

“The young people who use the 
youth club will be able to attend both 
the Saturday club in term times and 
playschemes, and we will also work 
with families to find other service 
provision for their needs such as 
Scout groups and youth facilities.”

The curtain rises 
on theatre dream

I T was back in April 1969 that 
plans to build a theatre in Harlow 
town centre finally got the go- 
ahead - a staggering 13 years after 
the idea was first mooted. 

Harlow Urban District Council chairman 
Derek Score sealed the deal by signing the 
£327,987 contract under the watchful eyes 
of clerk D. F. Bull. 

The Playhouse project was the largest single 
expenditure ever undertaken by the council 
and represented years of patience and hard 
work by the Harlow Theatre Working Party, 
a group set up by local theatregoers and 
performers in 1957 following initial 
discussions for a dedicated performing arts 
venue in the town. 

With many different music and drama 
groups already in the area, they campaigned 
for a venue from which all clubs could 
benefit. 

Little did they realise it would take another 
13 years before their dream became a 
reality, but eventually plans for the theatre 
were passed, and an agreement between a 
number of bodies - including Harlow 
Development Corporation, the Arts Council, 
the British Film Institute and Essex County 
Council - secured the necessary funding. 

At the time of signing, Councillor Score 
said: “I am glad the scheme has reached this 


point during my year of office. It has been a 
long time and has meant a lot of hard work 
by a lot of people.” 

The Playhouse eventually opened on 
November 1, 1971 with a glittering gala 
show starring a certain young Scottish 
entertainer named Lulu. This year will be its 
40th birthday.

A NIGHT out at a fancy 
dress party turned sour for 
a Harlow couple when it 
ended in violence, a court 
was told. 

Mother-of-two Jolene Mace 
was taken to hospital after her 
partner Jamie Thomas assaulted 
her at their home in The Hoo, 
Harlow, on September 25 last 
year.

Andrew Jackson, prosecuting, 
told the court that after the cou¬ 
ple returned home from the party 
they argued.

Thomas fell downstairs and 
after Miss Mace called him a 
loser he assaulted her. 

Mr Jackson said: “He said she 
had come out throwing Welling¬ 
ton boots at him and calling him 
a loser, whereupon he punched 
her three times and kicked her.” 

After the assault, Mr Jackson 
called the police and ambulance 
service himself. Mr Jackson 
added: “The defendant was 
found slumped in a telephone 
box in his fancy dress costume.” 

Graham Brown, representing 
Thomas, said in mitigation his 


client bitterly regretted his 
actions. He told the court Miss 
Mace now wanted them to get 
back together. 

“She wants him back; the inci¬ 


dent was out of character,” he 
said. 

Passing sentence, judge Chri¬ 
stopher Ball told the defendant: 
“Although this is the first time 


violence has exploded between 
yourselves, this was exacerbated 
by the presence of young chil¬ 
dren. It was a miserable perform¬ 
ance by you.” 


Money and jewellery 
taken during break-in 


Eco-friendly changes to route of 
weekly nappy collection service 


PLANNED alterations to routes taken by 
Harlow Council’s nappy and incontinence 
waste collection crews will mean that pick-up 
times will change for some residents from 
next week. 

Letters have been sent to all 197 house¬ 
holds affected by the change, advising of the 
alterations to the bookable weekly service 
which is offered by contractors Veolia in addi¬ 
tion to the fortnightly non-recyclable waste 
collection. 

Tony Hall, chairman of the council’s envi¬ 
ronment policy working group, said the route 


alterations made the service more environ¬ 
mentally friendly. 

“The changes are due to rescheduling crew 
routes so they work in one area of the town 
each day rather than travelling across the town 
to different areas. This is better for the envi¬ 
ronment. 

“The changes will not affect the weekly 
service residents receive; it merely means for 
some their collection day will change. We will 
be providing an extra sack for residents to use 
if the new collection day is later than their 
usual day.”

A CLINICAL researcher who will 
be part of a team attempting to ski 
to the North Pole later this month 
is urging local businesses and

“Having personally spent the past 12 years 
working in clinical research, Action 
Medical Research is close to my heart as 
they use the money raised to fund 
promising, unique research opportunities 
in hospitals and universities within the UK.

After completing six months of endurance 
training, Hazel will leave the UK at the 
end of this month to travel via Norway to 
Ice Camp Barneo, deep in the Arctic 
Circle.

MICHELLE MARTIN: As a supporter of the 
National Autistic Society, I am extremely 
concerned about the Disability Living Allowance 
reforms. It will mean people with autism will have 
to undergo a stringent face-to-face assessment in 
order to claim this vital benefit. Autism is a 
'hidden' disability and unless assessors have 
specific training in the condition, it is very likely 
the needs of people with autism will be 
misunderstood or overlooked. The National Autistic 
Society's 'Who Benefits?' campaign puts forward 
the following points aimed at protecting society's 
most vulnerable: 

# People shouldn't have to go through a face-to- 
face assessment if they already have sufficient 
evidence about their autism from previous 
assessments 

# People with autism experience a variety of 
difficulties with daily life. The Government must 
make sure that these are reflected in the new 
assessment. 

# Assessors must be trained so that they 
understand autism and how to talk to someone 
with autism, and can make a fair assessment of 
that person's needs. 

# The Government must not abolish mobility 
component of DLA for people living in residential 
care. 

What is Mr Halfon's view? 


ROBERT HALFON: Thank you for this 
question, Michelle. 

We're lucky in Harlow to have PACT (Parents of 
Autistic Children Together), which does so much to 
help parents who have autistic children. The 
parents I have met through PACT have made me 
aware of issues that I might not have otherwise 
understood as well. 

Through PACT I have also met with the National 
Autistic Society a number of times. The NAS asked 
me to table a Parliamentary Motion to support 
adults with autism, which I was pleased to do. This 
is because 63 per cent of adults who suffer from 
autism do not feel that they get the help they 
need. 

To answer Michelle's points specifically, I am very 


concerned about how people with disabilities are 
tested for the DLA. As someone who has a walking 
disability myself, I know that dignity and support 
must go hand-in-hand. For months now I have been 
pressing the Government about ATOS, a company 
that assesses disability payments. I have fought for 
people who are assessed to be treated more 
humanely, as many Harlow people have 
complained to me about poor treatment. 

For these reasons I met with the welfare minister, 
Chris Grayling, before Christmas, and he has 
assured me that there will be reforms to the ways 
that welfare is assessed for the disabled. 

I agree that testing must be simple and fair. I will 
make these points to the Government, and will let 
you have a response as soon as I hear back. 


On the mobility component of DLA, I accept that 
this is a serious problem and recently made a 
speech about this in Parliament during which I 
said: "A number of constituents have contacted me, 
deeply worried about the Government's plans for 
reform of the mobility allowance, especially for 
those recipients in care homes. Only a small 
number of people are affected but they are deeply 
anxious and they do not have a political axe to 
grind. I believe that disabled people must never 
become prisoners in their own homes but must 
retain access to the outside world." 

The Minister for the Disabled, Maria Miller, 
responded: "The measure is not intended to lead to 
a loss of independence and we remain committed 
to promoting greater personalisation for disabled 


and support 

people. I reiterate that milestones have been 
agreed with the Association of Directors of Adult 
Social Services, including the growth in personal 
budgets, and we are absolutely committed to the 
implementation of personalisation across the 
board." 

Initially the Government planned to end the 
mobility component of DLA from 2012-13 to 
claimants who have been in a residential care 
home for more than 28 days. This would have 
affected about 58,000 people. However, people 
affected would have retained an underlying 
entitlement to the benefit and payments would 
have started again if they left the care home. 
However, as I understand it, the Minister for the 
Disabled has now said that the measures will now 
be delayed by at least a year and that a review will 
also narrow the number of claimants affected. On 
top of this, they will roll the payment into a new 
'Personal Independence' grant which will replace 
the Disability Living Allowance. This will be money 
given directly to people with disabilities, to spend 
as they see fit. 

I think it is important that there is no loss of 
income for those people affected. Local Councils 
will also have a legal obligation to provide mobility 
for residents from social care funding. I would 
welcome any further thoughts that you have on 
this so that I can discuss them with the Minister for 
the Disabled.

Man guilty of 
vicious attack 
is spared jail 


A THUG responsible for a 
vicious attack which left a 
man with a number of injur¬ 
ies has avoided being sent to 
jail. 

Matthew Camp (26) punched 
and kicked his victim, Gavin 
Shuter, several times “with some 
ferocity”, Chelmsford Crown 
Court was told. 

But instead of being sent to 
prison, Camp, of Tawneys Road, 
Harlow, was given a 10-month 
suspended sentence. 

The court was told Mr Shuter 
had gone to Camp’s flat on the 
evening of July 24 last year in 
search of his girlfriend 

Camp told him she wasn’t 
inside but Mr Shuter then spotted 
her and became extremely angry, 
hurling a stone and breaking a 
window. 

The court was told that Mr 
Shuter’s actions had made the 
defendant concerned for his own 
safety. 

Camp tried to chase Mr Shuter 


away, wielding a knife to scare 
him off before he and another 
man went outside and assaulted 
him, leaving him with a black¬ 
ened eye, lumps on his head, a 
swollen cheek, jaw and ear, cut 
lips, sore ribs and grazes. 

Camp, who had no previous 
convictions, pleaded guilty to 
assault causing actual bodily 
harm. He was given a 10-month 
sentence suspended for 18 
months, with 12 months supervi¬ 
sion, 150 hours of unpaid work 
and a two-month curfew between 
the hours of 9pm and 5 am. 

He was also ordered to pay Mr 
Shuter £500 compensation and 
£1,000 prosecution costs. 

Judge Karen Walden-Smith, in 
passing sentence, told Camp: 
“Plainly there was some provoca¬ 
tion but none which could possi¬ 
bly justify the way in which you 
acted. It was a vicious assault.” 

She said she accepted Camp 
had acted out of character and 
that he was genuinely remorse¬ 
ful. 


Hotel's oak tree shipped 
off to Mayflower project 


A HOTEL in Harlow has done its 
bit to help preserve history by 
donating a 150-year-old oak tree 
from its grounds to a project 
building a replica of the ship on 
which the Pilgrim Fathers sailed 
to America. 

When the tree had to be cut 
down for safety reasons, staff at 
The Park Inn Hotel, in Southern 
Way, were determined not to let 
the wood go to waste and arra¬ 
nged for the oak to be transferred 
to Harwich for the Mayflower 
Project. 

As well as constructing the 
replica ship, the scheme aims to 


educate local people, particularly 
troubled youngsters, in spe¬ 
cialised trade skills including 
shipwrighting and metalworking. 

Park Inn general manager 
James Gardner, pictured, said: 
“It’s not easy to get rid of that 
sort of wood without just burning 
it so when we heard about the 
Mayflower Project we thought it 
seemed like a great idea. 

“Not only will the wood help 
build the replica but it will also 
benefit the local community, in 
particular underprivileged groups 
who will get to sail the ship once 
it’s completed.”

THE odds of winning the lottery 
are so mind-bogglingly remote 
it’s a wonder that anyone bothers 
staking their hard-earned cash on 
the glorified prize draw.

AFTER the success of 1998’s 
There’s Something About Mary, 
writer-directors Bobby and Peter 
Farrelly have failed to repeat 
their trademark recipe of 
slapstick, heart-warming 
romance and toilet humour with 
such crowd-pleasing abandon. 
Their new potty-mouthed battle of 
the sexes, Hall Pass, takes an off- 
kilter premise - two wives grant 
their men a week’s grace from 
marriage to sleep with as many 
women as they want - as the 
starting point for 105 minutes of 
half-hearted soul-searching and 
vulgarity. 

Maggie (Jenna Fischer) and Grace 
(Christina Applegate) are sick and 


tired of their husbands, Rick (Owen 
Wilson) and Fred (Jason Sudeikis), 
ogling other women and behaving 
like idiots. 

So at the suggestion of their friend 
Dr Lucy (Joy Behar), the women 
grant their spouses ‘hall passes’ for 
one week. Rick and Fred hit the 
town with pals Gary (Stephen 
Merchant), Hog Head (Larry Joe 
Campbell) and Flats (JB Smoove) in 
tow. 

Meanwhile, Maggie and Grace leave 
town with the children and 
babysitter Paige (Alexandra 
Daddario) to find some pleasing 
distractions of their own: namely 
college baseball coach Rick (Bruce 
Thomas) and big-hitting protege, 
Gerry (Tyler Hoechlin). 

Hall Pass boasts a couple of hearty 
guffaws but for the most part the 
response to the script and to Wilson 
and Sudeikis is weak smiles. 

Despite prominent placing in 
TV ads and on posters, 
Merchant features only 
fleetingly and is completely 
sidelined from the second 
half of the film, re-appearing 
during the end credits. 

Thank goodness for Fischer 
and Applegate, who are 
luminous and sweeten this 
otherwise bitter and twisted 
pill. 

Hall Pass suffers from a 
major credibility problem 
with the pairings of the 
central characters. The men 
are artless, unsympathetic 
schmucks who have 
somehow managed to walk 
down the aisle with 
intelligent, feisty and sexy 
women. 

It's no wonder that the male 
characters end the film on 
an emotional high, realising 
how lucky they are to have 
such amazing wives.

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Ford's new Focus is another chart-topper 


EVEN if you don’t claim to be a car 
enthusiast, it would be hard to ignore that 
the Focus has been a huge hit for Ford. 

It’s been an almost permanent fixture at 
the top of the sales charts since its original 
launch and been the benchmark others 
have been judged by ever since. 

So what’s new? In a nutshell, everything. 
Now positioned as a world car within Ford, 
this Focus will be sold around the world. 
That brings economies of scale and is one 
reason why the car can be had with a 
range of good value optional equipment 
packages such as an impressive safety kit 
bundle. 

There’s also a greater emphasis on 
economy and emissions, with the range 
kicking off with a 109g/km diesel and the 
promise of more to come in the future. 
Engine stop-start technology plus the use 
of Ford’s new EcoBoost petrol engines and 
fuel-sipping DSG Powershift gearboxes add 
to Ford’s frugal approach to motoring. 

The cabin is noticeably driver-centric, with 



the car’s major controls close to hand. 
There’s also no shortage of information 
available to the driver, what with a pair of 
superbly clear electronic displays - one for 
the audio unit and one between the main 
dials. 

But it takes more than a cursory glance 
around the cabin to fully appreciate the 
lengths Ford has gone to in order to 
maintain its class-leading status. The same 


is true out on the road as, initially, the 
experience appears to have shifted 
considerably more towards comfort. 
Considerable praise should also be 
directed towards the engine department. 
Ford is offering 1.6 and 2.0-litre engines in 
both petrol and diesel form, in a range of 
power outputs. In petrol guise there’s a 
choice of 105,125 and 150 horsepower, 
while diesels run from 115 to 140 and 163 
horsepower. 

Predictably, the highest output diesel 
motor scores well if you plan on racking 
up the miles. Its flexible nature makes 
light work of long distances and its six- 
speed manual gearbox can be swapped for 
a DSG-style auto if you wish. 

Ford’s petrol motors have improved beyond 
all recognition in recent years. As a 
willing, free-revving alternative to the 
more frugal diesel units, such engines 
prove ideal for shorter, stop-start journeys 
and boast less weight, which further 
enhances the car’s agility. 


Packaged as a bundle of features, you get a 
blind spot warning, lane departure alert, 
city speed auto braking function and a 
speed limit sign reader that displays the 
relevant information in the electronic 
fascia readout. You can thank Ford’s 
economies of scale approach for the 
decision and look forward to more of the 
same in the years to come with other new 
Fords. 

Make no mistake, this Focus is a 
supremely competent and attractive car. It 
might take a few minutes - and a few miles 
behind the wheel - to fully appreciate the 
progress made by Ford’s engineers but 
when you do you’ll be pleasantly surprised 
by what’s been achieved. 

The combination of big-car refinement and 
equipment levels, a rounded and polished 
driving experience and an engine range 
offering real world savings are just a few of 
the many highlights. Even in uncertain 
times, if its performance is anything to go 
by this Focus is destined to be another 
chart-topper.

Motability 
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Chevy with a bevy of benefits for families 


Chevrolet is looking to tempt us out of 
our Zafira, Picasso and C-MAX MPVs 
and into its Orlando. On first 
acquaintance it looks to have a decent 
chance of doing just that. ANDY 
ENRIGHT reports. 

Ten-second review 

THERE has always been a market for 
inexpensive family-friendly vehicles and the 
queue only grows if a manufacturer can 
inject an element of style into the mix. 
Chevrolet’s Orlando isn’t a particularly 
innovative seven seater mini-MPV but its 
keen pricing and chunky styling will endear 
it to many 

Driving experience 

AS befits its role as a cost-effective people 
mover, the Orlando doesn’t pack anything 
too exciting under its stubby bonnet. 

There’s a 139bhp 1.8-litre petrol engine 
which will attract heavy discounting and 
allow Chevrolet to post an eye-catching 
price tag in their ads, and then there are the 
engines that most UK buyers will want. 
These comprise a pair of diesels, both of 
two-litre capacity, producing either 139 or 
161bhp. The 1.8 petrol is a fairly inoffensive 
unit but it’s worth remembering that it’s got 
a lot of bulk to haul here and it lacks the 
torque to pull a typically laden Orlando with 
any sparkle. 


Price range: £16,395 - £23,195 



The diesels are a far wiser choice and 
they’re even acceptably refined. The driving 
position is acceptable with plenty of 
adjustment, although the chunky rear 
pillars and tapered side windows mean that 
rear three-quarter visibility isn’t the best. If 
you’re worried about this, best to specify the 
reverse parking sensors to help you navigate 
into tight parking spots. At 4,470mm long, 
the Orlando is a mere 3mm longer than a 
Vauxhall Zafira, and is exactly as long as a 
Citroen C4 Picasso, so it’s fairly easy to get a 
handle on the size of vehicle you would be 
edging into a parking bay 

Design and build 

THE received wisdom is that any mini-MPV 
stands or falls by the quality of its seating 
layout. To this end we’ve seen all manner of 


ingenuity, with seats springing from all 
sorts of orifices but there’s only so much 
you can do with a given wheelbase and the 
Orlando copies the homework of the 
current cleverest in class, the Vauxhall 
Zafira. In all there are 30 seating 
combinations and a rear seat mirror will 
allow you to keep an eye on the kids. 
Chevrolet says that in spite of the sweeping 
roofline, the designers have succeeded in 
raising the second and third row of seats, 
which means Orlando’s rear occupants get 
an even better view forwards. What this 
really means is that the fuel tank has to be 
packaged somewhere and, like most MPVs, 
it’s safely positioned under the passenger 
seats. There are storage compartments 
situated in the centre console, front and rear 
doors, rear luggage area and in the roof. 
There’s even a stowage space concealed 
behind front fascia of the audio system, and 
its big enough to house your iPod or wallet. 
There’s also a USB port in there for 
charging on the fly 

Market and model 

SOMEWHAT strangely for a car called an 
Orlando and built in the US, this Chevy isn’t 
sold in the States and is designed with a 
European audience in mind. It’s built like a 
European rather than an American product 
too, with decent materials, tight shutlines 
and no significant acreage of elephant-grey 
plastic. As with all Chevrolet models, 
equipment levels are strong for the money 


The fascia design is reminiscent of the 
latest Ford models, with a bullhorn centre 
console in this case topped by an LCD 
display that houses a rear view camera in 
upper specification models. The layout of 
the minor controls will be familiar to 
Vauxhall Astra drivers and the only slightly 
jarring material choice is the automatic 
gearshift gate. Otherwise the dashboard is 
smartly finished and the multi-function 
steering wheel makes operating the stereo 
simplicity itself. 

Cost of ownership 

IF you’re at all interested in economy, it’s 
worth avoiding the 1.8-litre petrol. Yes, you 
could fire up Excel, calculate the upfront 
savings and then figure out your annual 
mileage and the break-even point when the 
diesel model would be a more cost-effective 
buy, but don’t bother. The reason why is that 
you won’t achieve anything like the 
published economy figures in the petrol- 
engined car, and that’s because you’ll need 
to thrash it mercilessly to get anywhere. It 
just lacks the torque to make driving 
relaxing and family driving needs all the 
help it can get when it comes to stress relief. 
Far better to target one of the two diesels. If 
you do, you’ll be rewarded with beefier 
residual values and cheaper road tax to 
boot. The entry-level diesel model returns 
an excellent 58.7mpg and, depending on trim 
choice, should emit around 130g/km of 
carbon dioxide.

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New-face Corsa is way out of the ordinary 


To the uninitiated, the Vauxhall Corsa 
might seem a very ordinary car. Drive 
one and you'll realise it's anything 
but. ANDY ENRIGHT reports. 

Ten-second review 

THE Vauxhall Corsa offers a feeling of 
quality and solidity that’s unparalleled in 
the supermini class at any price. Couple 
that with refreshed styling, a range of 
economical engines and a much improved 
ride and handling setup and you have a very 
convincing proposition. Small wonder sales 
remain strong. 

Driving experience 

THE Corsa has always been a safe and 
steady handler, instead drawing on its other 
attributes to impress customers. Yes, there 
is the ripsnorting VXR model that has long 
attempted to put one over on the 
Renaultsport Clio, but by and large the 
Corsa never forged much of a reputation as 
an entertaining steer. Vauxhall aims to 
change that with a raft of chassis upgrades 
on this latest car. Revised front suspension 
means less roll when entering corners and 
better suppression of bumps. The steering 
has been fettled as well and the ESP 
stability control system has been re-tuned to 
make it smarter and less intrusive. 

There’s a huge array of engine choice, from 
the petrol-powered 1-litre, 1.2-litre and 1.4- 
litre units which now produce 64bhp, 84bhp

and 99bhp respectively to the 128bhp 1.7-litre 
diesel which spearheads the line up, with a 
budget 1.3-litre CDTi acting as the entry 
level option in 74, 89 and 94bhp guises. 

Design and build 

THE big change that most will notice is that 
the Corsa has, in true celeb style, received a 
new face. The old ‘V-grille’ has been 
replaced by a signature chrome bar that 
stretches across the entire front grille, 
carrying the Griffin badge, while a re-styled 
front bumper gives the Corsa a friendlier 
look. Meriva-style ‘Eagle-Eye’ headlamps 
with chrome finish and daytime running 
lights are fitted and the chrome detailing 
also extends to the fog lights. A new set of 
exterior colours is offered and the wheels 
have also come in for a redesign with the 18- 


inch VXR alloys looking particularly 
purposeful. 

The car’s basic proportions haven’t changed 
significantly There’s still the same choice of 
three and five-door versions that offer 
plenty of space up front and less in the 
back, in typical supermini style. All Corsa 
model feature a relatively elevated driving 
position, but a wheel that’s adjustable for 
reach and rake helps all but the very tallest 
drivers get comfortable. Quality remains 
very strong and a refreshing of some of the 
materials in the cabin only underscores that 
impression. A 285-litre boot is adequate for 
the weekly shop or a weekend away, 
although this can be extended to 1100 litres 
by folding the rear seats. 

Market and model 

THE Corsa comes in an abundance of 
different trim levels and special edition 
packages. The range gets underway with the 
budget Expression and S models and then 
steps up to the well-equipped Exclusiv and 
the positively overstuffed SE grade as well 
as the sporty flavour of the SXi, SRi and 
VXR models. The cleanest and most fuel 
efficient models also get the ecoFLEX badge. 
Unsurprisingly prices are competitive. The 
premium for the more practical 5-door 
bodystyle is £750 but it’s the 3-door that best 
displays the Corsa’s neat styling. 

Equipment levels are strong with this latest 
model getting features such as Vauxhall’s 


optional Touch & Connect multi-media 
system, which uses a five-inch touch screen 
display featuring both 2D and 3D maps for 
the navigation system, as well as a 
CD/tuner, AUX-in, USB and Bluetooth 
mobile phone connectivity. Halogen 
Adaptive Forward Lighting (AFL) alters the 
beam of the headlamp according to speed 
and steering input. 

Cost of ownership 

HOW does the prospect of 91mpg on a 
motorway grab you? As you motor along, 
sipping fuel at this inconceivably modest 
rate, you could think of all the things you 
could be spending the money on instead of 
swelling OPEC’s coffers. A family holiday? 
Perhaps a new television? Economy can be 
quite liberating in that regard. This sort of 
frugality is on offer from the 94bhp 
ecoFLEX model. It’ll average 78.5mpg and 
with its Start/Stop technology it’ll also emit 
just 94g/km of CO 2 , which means the 
Chancellor can’t even sting you for road tax. 
Low prices, strong economy and low 
insurance costs make the Corsa an 
attractive proposition for supermini buyers 
on a tight budget but Vauxhall’s aggressive 
pricing and use of promotional special 
edition models means that residual values 
will be a little bit below the best in the class. 
That’s a price that most will be willing to 
pay for the modest expense associated with 
owning a Corsa.

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Tidy up for Vauxhall's 'soft roader'

A S any car executive will 
tell you, moving with 
the times is key to 
survival. Market trends and 
customer buying habits change 
so often now that the you can’t 
stand still for even a moment. 
When it was first launched, 
Vauxhall’s Antara allowed the 
brand to move into the 
expanding ‘soft-roader’ market. 
The car’s chunky looks and 
smart blend of Vauxhall 
design added a sense of 
familiarity to its go-anywhere 
abilities thanks to the 
inclusion of all-wheel drive. 
Second time around and the 
Antara retains its trademark 
purposeful looks, although 
there’s been a general tidy up 
fore and aft. It also gains an 
electronic parking brake and a 
new diesel engine in two states 
of tune plus the option of 
front-wheel drive. 

Mechanically, these options fit 
well with the current focus on 
lower emissions and fuel 
consumption. A predictable 
but welcome refining of the 
car’s on-road behaviour also 
forms part of the update 
package. 

Aside from the on-paper 
changes, it shouldn’t come as a 
surprise that the Antara is a 
spacious and accommodating 
car. What does come as a 
surprise is that it rivals some

full-size SUVs for a general 
feeling of roominess, despite 
boasting a similar sized 
footprint to a conventional 
family estate. 

The Antara’s cabin also boasts 
a more upmarket ambience 
than before. The use of higher 
quality plastics and 
contrasting trim materials 
have done much to boost the 
car’s aesthetic appeal. 

There’s a school of thought 
that believes such a policy will 
help lure customers away from 
more expensive premium SUVs 
as some buyers choose to 
downsize for cost saving 
reasons. Certainly, the general 
fit, finish and overall feel of 
the Antara’s revised cabin 
lends considerable weight to 
this argument. 

Out on the road, the Antara 
corners well with a minimum 


of body roll and stops with 
little effort. The car’s ride is 
generally compliant but 
Vauxhall’s engineers have 
opted for a slightly firm setup 
to boost driver enjoyment. 

And, even with big wheels 
fitted, the Antara copes well 
with the usual urban hazards. 
Normally at this point it would 
be time to talk about the car’s 
all-wheel drive performance. 
However, in line with an 
increasing number of rivals, 
front-wheel drive is now an 
option. 

Predictably this is a great 
choice for buyers who will 
never venture away from the 
security of Tarmac and are 
relatively undemanding when 
it comes to towing caravans or 
trailers. The trade off is a 
modest improvement in fuel 
consumption and CO 2 


emissions from the Antara’s 
2.2-litre diesel engine. 

For some, though, the 
attraction of all-wheel drive is 
easy to justify. In reality, the 
Antara’s £ on demand’ system 
offers the best of both worlds 
anyway. 

Only working when it’s needed, 
the system is smart, effective 
and quick to respond, meaning 
the driver needn’t worry too 
much about changing 
conditions. 

Ordinarily, power is sent to the 
front wheels but when a loss of 
grip is detected that balance 
can change to as much as 50 
per cent to the rear wheels 
depending on the conditions. 
Factor in hill descent control 
and you’re all set for that 
muddy hill ahead. 

Of course, none of this would 
be possible without the 


inclusion of Vauxhall’s new 
2.2-litre diesel engine. This 
Euro 5 specification motor can 
be had with either 163 or 184 
horsepower, with the former 
also available for front-drive 
variants. 

Aside from power outputs, the 
engines also boast wallet- 
friendly economy credentials. 
The low power unit combines 
44.8mpg with a CO 2 rating of 
167g/km while the high power 
option delivers 42.8mpg and 
175g/km CO 2 . Both prove 
exceptionally quiet and refined 
on the road and lack the noisy, 
rattly attributes that are still a 
feature of some rivals’ engines. 
Acceleration is brisk, 
especially with the 184 
horsepower Antara, and the 
standard fit six-speed manual 
gearbox can be swapped for a 
six-speed auto - both new for 
the Antara. 

Available in two trim levels 
and packing a considerable 
amount of standard fit safety 
and comfort equipment, 
Vauxhall’s revised Antara 
offers drivers a refined and 
enjoyable driving experience.

JAMES Huckle needs to switch back on 
if his dream of making the London 
Olympic 2012 Games is to be realised. 

The 20-year-old from Old Harlow is 
set to fly to Australia this Sunday and 
will be competing in a World Cup event 
in Sydney on March 20 before he flies 
to Korea to compete in another key 
competition in early April. 

They will 
have major bear¬ 
ing on his quali¬ 
fication for the 
Great Britain 
Olympic team. 

Huckle, left,

es this year. 

Last weekend, 
the Harlow 
marksman was 60th out of 97 in the 

European Championships event in 

Brescia, Italy. 

Huckle, who gained four medals at 
the Commonwealth Games in India last 
October, scored 583 out of 600 points in 
Italy. This may seem a superb score but 
it was behind the top score of 595 as the 
Harlow youngster found himself up 
against some of the world’s best marks¬ 
man. 

He said: “I found out beforehand it 
was not a quota event [for Olympics 
qualification]. I switched off a bit. I did 
not use the right technique and kept on 
making the same mistakes. 

“You need to be perfect. Nothing else 
will do. I cannot just accept things.” 

In January, he came 49th out of 88 
shooters in the 10m air rifle category at 
the IWK International Air Gun 
Competition in Munich. 

Huckle will be competing in three 
categories at two forthcoming World 
Cup events. These are in the 10m air 
rifle category, the 50m prone and the 
50m three positions. 

He added: “I have gone from strength 
to strength in training. I do not see why 
I cannot capitalise on that at a competi¬ 
tion event, but a lot happens when you 
are under pressure. I would be lying if I 
said I was not nervous.”

At one stage Harlow led 4-0 in Tuesday's 
clash before conceding two late goals. 

Hawks assistant manager Christian Wheeler 
said: "We would have taken 4-2 before the 
start against a team higher than us, but we 
have standards. We were excellent for the 
first 80 minutes." 

He added: "Leon did very well. He has worked 
really hard in the last couple of games and 
Bertie has scored goals at whatever level he 
has played. It was only a matter of time." 
Harlow exerted heavy pressure before going 
ahead on 21 minutes. Antoine got through a 
crowd of players to head home a David 
Cowley corner from inside the six-yard box. 
Steve Ferguson caused the home defence 
trouble with his runs down the right and he 
was the provider of Harlow's second goal on 
44 minutes. 

His cross fell to Antoine who poked home 
underneath Romford keeper Adam Rafis. 
Brayley made it 3-0 on 58 minutes when he 
fired in after Antoine had flicked the ball on. 
Three minutes later, Brayley teased the home 
defence before he was fouled and drilled the 
resultant penalty into the bottom left corner 
for a 4-0 lead. 

Petrit Elbi fired in a consolation on 86 
minutes and then smashed in a penalty in 
injury-time after Leo Roget was adjudged to 
have fouled him. 

Wheeler added: “The penalty was a joke. Leo 
leant on him and if the ref blew up for every 
time that happened you would not have a 
game of football."

Osagie vow: 
'I'll be back' 

GB ace just misses out on bronze medal 


ANDREW Osagie was left frus¬ 
trated after he felt he let a medal 
slip through his grasp at the 
European Indoor Athletics 
Championships in Paris. 

The 23 year-old, from Harlow, fin¬ 
ished an agonising fourth place in the 
800m final. 

His time of 1:48.50 minutes was just 
0.45 seconds shy of Spain’s Kevin Lopez 
who claimed bronze. 

And after tasting bitter disappointment 
in his first final wearing the Great Britain 
colours, Osagie was desperately disap¬ 
pointed in the immediate aftermath of 
Sunday’s race - and took his frustration out 
by punching a nearby advertising hoard¬ 
ing! 

“I guess when I look back I will be quite 
happy to make the first final in a GB vest 
but right now I am disappointed with the 
finish,” said Osagie, from Northbrooks. 

“There was a medal for me in that race 
and right now it feels like a missed oppor¬ 
tunity.” 

The Harlow Athletic Club favourite 
explained: “I have been talking about 
missed opportunities for the last couple of 
months and that is exactly what has hap¬ 
pened again. 

“There were a couple of great guys in 
the race so I shouldn’t be too disheartened 
- but I just don’t like losing.” 

It was a Polish one-two in the French 
capital with Adam Kszczot taking home 
gold in 1:47.87 and European Champion 
Marcin Lewandowski settling for silver. 

And it is from this brush with the best 
the continent has to offer, that Osagie 
derives confidence. 

“The first couple of laps I wanted to be 
on the shoulder of the leader, but I couldn’t 
quite get there. I didn’t panic and I was 
pleased with the position I had,” he said. 

“I thought I made a good move at the 
right time but it just wasn’t to be and like I 
said the other guys in the race are very 
good and I couldn’t quite get there.” 

The race was televised by the BBC and 
Osagie, a former pupil at Sawbridgeworth’s 
Leventhorpe School, was interviewed live 
after the race. 

He added: “I need to take the positives 
from it though and I am competing with 
the best in Europe and the world, this is just 
the start of big things for me hopefully.” 

Earlier, it was a Jekyll and Hyde ride to 





the final as showboating nearly cost Osagie 
a spot in the semi-final only for him to 
come back in superb style, qualifying for 
the showpiece with the fastest time. 

In his first race he moved into the lead 
with 100 metres to go, winning in 1:49.02 


from eventual gold medallist Kszczot who 
clocked 1:49.53.
